ACCORDING to the advertisements of 
the United States Flour Milling Com- 
any, inserted in various eastern pub- 
ications, its capital stock and bonded 
debt is as follows:

CE GIO c.6.ks ccckveccsccvccsses 8,500,000 
BOGE 6 cdbhecsescccccnccccccsccceseses $16,000,000 
‘tIn addition to the above securities,”’ 
says this advertisement, ‘'$7,500,000 


bonds, $7,500,000 preferred stock and 
$9,000,000 common stock are held unis- 
sued in the treasury of the company 
and can only be issued for the acquisi- 
tion of other securities and property, 
real and personal, and to provide addi- 
tional working capital.’’ Thus of $40,- 
000,000 capital, $24,000,000 is being held 
for the express purpose of purchasing 
other properties now competing with the 
United States Flour Milling Company. 
Is this a trust or merely innocent ‘‘east- 
ern capital seeking western invest- 
ment?’ 


Wr are now hearing of the effect of 
the Detroit millers’ meeting upon the 
flour trade abroad. The delegates to the 
convention have returned and reported 
to their constituents. The report of Mr. 
Francis E. Haslam, delegate from the 
London Flour Trade Association, has 
been printed for private circulation 
among members of that organization. 
We do not feel at liberty to quote it in 
full, without special permission of the 
association or its delegate, but we think 
we are justified in summarizing it. It 
is an able and comprehensive report in 
which Mr. Haslam reviews the subject 
and states that the chaotic condition of 
flour traffic is primarily the fault of the 
millers themselves. hile the millers 
were the worst sinners, he thinks the 
railways have been greatly to blame for 
Ss such a state of affairs and 
especially for permitting the ante-dat- 
ing of bills of lading. The steamship 
companies, Mr. Haslam continues, are 
not altogether blameless, either, as the 
occasionally took advantage of hig 
freights to the detriment of those who, 
in turn, habitually treated them with 
scant courtesy. Occasionally there has 
also been speculation in ocean freights, 
upsetting the whole traffic. Mr. Haslam 
says that the remedy is undoubtedly in 
the hands of the a who can make 
very good terms if they will take the 
trouble to find out the best routes. In 
conclusion, he thinks the association 
did well to suggest his attendance at the 
Prevage he feels sure that the conven- 
tion will bear good fruit and says that 
it was the ‘'first genuine attempt to 
bring all the parties interested in transit 
matters face to face.”’ 


Ir Mr. Cassels, who attended the De- 
troit meeting for Glasgow, made a form- 
al report, we have not seen it. He prob- 
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ably did not do so, but we know that he 
was much pleased with the result of the 
conference, as also was Mr. Abbatt of 
Bristol. Mr. Cassels made a strong 
straight talk at Detroit and expressed 
himself forcibly and yet with much 
courtesy and consideration for all con- 
cerned. He made an excellent impres- 
sion and his handling of the subject was 
highly creditable to the trade he repre- 
sented. The ee flour importers, in 
appreciation of his efforts, have pre- 
sented him with a very handsome sil- 
bed bowl bearing the following inscrip- 
on: 


‘tPresented to John L. Cassels by the 
Flour Importers of Glasgow, in recog- 
nition of his services at the Convention 
of Winter Wheat Millers of America, 
held in Detroit, May, 1899.”’ 


This pleasant act is a very gracious 
acknowledgment of Mr. Cassels’ efforts, 
and we congratulate the flour importers 
of Glasgow on their good taste and Mr. 
Cassels on the epee ate of so pleasant 
a reminder of the respect and good will 
of his associates. The American mill- 
ers po at the Detroit convention, as 
well as many others among those who 
did not attend but read the report of the 
ear go age 8, were extremely pleased 
hat the British flour trade sent dele- 
gone to the meeting. They considered 
ta great compliment and an evidence 
of interest and good will. It is to be 
hoped that the coming together of mill- 
er, factor, and inland and ocean carrier 
will be a feature hereafter of the annual 
meetings of the Millers’ League. Un- 
doubtedly great good will result to all 
concerned, from such conferences. 


THE foreign flour trade has not as yet 
expressed itself very freely in regard to 
the proposed flour trust. Perhaps this 
may be due to the business caution and 
conservatism characteristic of the flour 
importer, or to the fact that he is not as 
yet fully conversant with the situation 
and prefers to withhold judgment until 
he knows more about the subject. So 
far as the British flour buyer is con- 
cerned, it is safe to say that anything in 
the nature of a flour trust or monopoly 
will meet with his decided and active 
opposition. The trust would, of course, 
have no trouble in finding factors quite 
willing to handle its flour, but the com- 

peting factor offering the product of an 

independent mill, would undoubtedly 
have an immense selling advantage over 
the agents of the trust, providing, of 
course, that prices were equal. ore- 
over, the British factor would be more 
likely to emphasize and take a 
of the anti-monopoly spirit than the 
American flour seller. e may expect 
some positive declarations from the 
British importer should the flour trust 
attempt the usual trust methods in dis- 
posing of its product abroad. 


As to the continental flour importer, it 
would appear that he is even less in 
sympathy with the trust idea than his 
British brotherin the trade. Numerous 
opinions antagonistic to the flour-trust 
idea have been privately expressed by 
members of the continental flour im- 
porting trade. The following from Mr. 
Gerhard Polak, a flour importer of Am- 
sterdam, gives his idea of the flour 
trust, and we are authorized to publish 
it: 

‘tl am sure that if trusts prosper, and 
especially if a trust in flour succeeds, 
we shall have a revolution within twen- 
ty-five years which will extend over 
Europe and America, It is acknowl- 
eds 2d by several leading socialists that 
it is the plan of their society, as soon as 
trusts are sufficiently organized,to rouse 
the people to seize the trust properties, 
proclaim the government the sole owner 
of them, and allow their officers and em- 
ployees to remain as servants of the 
state. Until now, trusts have been 
in such articles as oil, etc., not articles 
of food. Now, however, if we are to 
have a flour trust, we shall doubtless 
have, in due time, a trust in grain. 
When this is accomplished, there 
will not pass one winter of high 
prices and little work, in consequence 
of strikes or other causes, before the 
depots, storehouses and granaries of 
these trusts will be attacked. In 
this revolution we will not see the 
Terruer at work among aristocrats, as a 
century ago, but among the trust-mak- 
ers and the officers of trusts. The bat- 
tle for political rights is finished; the 
battle for bread is just begun. Those 
who are so purblind that they do not 
see this and make themselves the cen- 
ter of attack, take the same _ indifferent 
stand as the governing class of the 
former century who said ‘Apres nous le 
deluge.’ They forget that the men who 
said this were also victims. The pro- 
moters and stockholders of a flour 
trust will act in their own interest by 
considering these things, and, in order 
to do so, they have only to leave Wall 
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street and go among peepte where so- 
cialism is rampant. hey should un- 
derstand that the significance of Bryan- 
ism was not alone a political question 
between silver and gold but a battle be- 
tween those who have to pay rent and 
those who receive. It depends upon 
the capitalists whether the revolution I 
speak of is to come about. If they de- 
stroy the possibility for anybody to 
prosper who has but small means, they 
will certainly —s it to pass. The 
idea of a trust in flour and grain is 
simply that the greater number of men 
shall not eat bread without the consent 
of other men. If this comes about a 
revolution will certainly follow, and in 
this case the heads of trusts in flour 
and grain must look to their own lives 
and the lives of their families.” 


THE office boy or mailing clerk may 
seem to be a very small item in the ex- 
porting business; but although the mos- 
quito is not as large or imposing as the 
elephant, he is able to cause an amount 
of annoyance out of all proportion to his 
size and importance. It is so with the 
eareless or ignorant office boy, who is 
employed by the exporting miller to 
stamp the foreign mails and who is se- 
renely oblivious to the fact that it costs 
more to send a letter abroad than to send 
itto points in the United States, and 
consequently puts a two-cent stamp on 
the foreign mail, thereby exasperating 
and annoying the concern’s good cus- 
tomer who is forced to pay not only 
short postage but in many instances a 
penalty charge besides. Short postage 
on domestic mail is bad enough, but it 
is outrageous on foreign letters. This 
may seem a small matter, but it is one 
of those little details which are well 
worth doing right. So great has this 
nuisance become that several flour buy- 
ers abroad have written us on the sub- 
ject and have requested us to call the at- 
tention of American millers to the mat- 
ter. 


OnE importer in Holland writes 
that he never receives an American 
mail which does not contain two or 


three, and sometimes more, letters which 
are insufliciently stamped. Frequently 
letters are received by him which have 
not been stamped at all. So great has 
this petty annoyance become that some 
importers make it a rule to refuse all 
letters which are insufficiently stamped. 
This causes great delay and may some- 
times lead to serious loss. What is 
probably of more consequence to the 
negligent office boy, it sometimes causes 
his summary dismissal. While this is 
a radical remedy it is certainly effect 
ive. We hope thatevery exporting mill- 
er who reads this will immediately call 
up his office boy or the clerk who at- 
tends to the mailing and give him a few 
moments of earnest talk on the evils of 
short postage, at the same time telling 
him that it costs more to carry a letter 
to Amsterdam than to East Neuralgia, 
New Jersey. Some of them are evident- 
ly ignorant of the fact. While we are on 
the subject we might as well hint to our 
trans-Atlantic friends that they them- 
selves are not entirely free from blame; 
this we know by our own experience. 
The Northwestern Miller receives a 
large number of letters from abroad, and 
there is scarcely a foreign mail delivered 
to it which does not contain from one to 
four letters marked short postage. A 
little care and attention to this compar- 
atively small matter on both sides of 
the water would go farto remove a fruit- 
ful cause of petty annoyance in the trade.

This is based 
on the supposition that we shall have no 
bad weather from now until the harvest 
is secured. Keceipts of old wheat are 
daily growing lighter and we estimate 
that the movement will be practically 
over before many days. here is a)- 
most nothing coming into the country 
markets now. Farmers are all busy 
with the harvest.”’ 


Schlater Bros. of Philadelphia have 
registered with the patent office at 
Washington as a trade-mark for bread, 
the fac simile signature, ‘'Schlater 


Bros.” used since May 1, 189. 
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All the mills ran steadily last week 
and the output was increased over the 
week before by nearly 40,000 bbls, the 
output the week before being 252,315, 
against 291,000 last week. None of the 
mills ran Sunday, which will cut down 
the production somewhat this week, but 
not materially, as all the mills are still 
running. The demand for flour has 
been very good and sales in many cases 
have exceeded the output. Sales were 
mostly domestic. There is a fair ex- 
port inquiry, but buyers are holding 
off in the belief that prices will be low- 
er and their offers are not sufficient- 
ly liberal for millers to let their flour go. 
Sales approximated 347,000 bbls last 
week, against 437,000 the week before. 
London quotations on patent are 23s 6d, 
and on clears 17s 6d.

Minn.) Milling Co., built by the Will- 
‘ord Mfg. Co., was started Wednesday, 
and ran in a very satisfactory manner 
to the owners, It is fitted with the new 
‘*Minneapolis” roller mill, invented by 
J. L. Willford. 

The disposition of elevator bucket 
manufacturers to act most unreasonably 
in crowding up prices on their goods, 
has caused informal talk here of certain 
interests joining in starting an elevator 
bucket factor in Minneapolis. In 
about six months, prices have been ad- 
vanced 85 per cent, and millfurnishers, 
who were not given the least chance to 
a themselves on contracts already 
aken on the basis of old prices, deem 
the action of the manufacturers as little 
better than robbery. Incensed as they 
are, it would take little urging to in- 
duce them to join in such a move as re- 
ferred to. The fact that the Washburn- 
Crosby Co. finds it profitable to make 
its own buckets indicates the feasibili- 
ty of the scheme and is caculated to en- 
courage the project. 

The Washburn-Crosby Co. for several 
years has made all the elevator buckets 
used in the Washburn mills, employing 
five or six men steadily in its tin shop 
on such work. Between ten and twelve 
thousand will be required for the new 
part of the Washburn C mill, and all 
will be of the company’s own product. 
One of rather a pronounced V-shape, de- 
signed for its special use, has given the 
best of satisfaction. While this bucket 
has perhaps not the same carrying ca- 
pacity of wider-mouthed ones, it dis- 
charges more freely, and by placing it 
more thickly on belts, this ample capac- 
ity is secured. The Wasburn-Crosby Co. 
is reported to realize a substantial sav- 
ing y making its own buckets even 
with the recent. sharp advance in raw 
material. 

The Willford Mfg. Co. contract with 
the Jackson Milling Co. involves the 
virtual ae of a 250-bbl mill at 
Stevens Point, Wis., and improvements 
to that company’s mills at Amherst and 
Centralia, is. In the Stevens Point 
mill 200 bbls wheat flour is to be pro- 
duced and 50 bbls rye flour. To do this 
the Willford company will install 3 
double sets of 9x30 and 6 sets of 9x24 
rolls, 1 9x24, three pair high Barnard 
feed roller mill, 3 plansifters, 2 purifiers 
4 centrifugal reels, 2 Perfection and 3 
Wilson dust collectors, 2 horizontal 
scourers, 2 separators, 1 Prinz cockle 
machine, 3 packers, 2 bran and shorts 
dusters, ete. At Amherst and Centralia 
a plansifter will be put in each mill. 
The contract is one of the more impor- 
tant ones of the season. The mills are 
to be ready for operation by Oct.1. J.

A fair condition of trade in flour and 
offal can be reported for the week. Pat- 
ent is notnow going in any large quanti- 
ties and feed is terribly depressed. There 
is quite a brisk inquiry, however, for 
clear flour from Holland and other for- 
eign markets, and sales of this grade 
have been very satisfactory. The for- 
eign market was above the domestic 
market on clear for the week. Some 
moderate selling of patent in domestic 
markets is also recorded, but on the 
whole the situation is not active. The 
export shipments reported for the week 
exceed the domestic and amounted to 
22,000 bbls. The production was about 
equal to that of the week earlier, as was 
also the receipts of railroad flour. On 
the whole, the total movement of flour 
does not show much change for the 
week. The total stocks of flour here 
July 29 amounted to 220,470 bbls, com- 
pared with 214,470 a week ago, and 107,- 
240 a year ago.

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AGAINST IT. 


The Minnesota State Press on the Flour 
Trust—Smaller Millers and Grain- 
Raisers Threatened—Further 
Encroachments Must 
be Stopped. 


The people generally throughout Min- 
nesota are becoming alarmed at the 
progress being made by McIntyre to- 
ward the realization of his cherished 
ambition,—the formation of what will 
be in effect a flour trust. So long as he 
confined his operations to the purchase 
of the mills at Duluth and Superior and 
even to the purchase of a small Minne- 
apolis plant, no particular alarm was 
felt save by those who were acquainted 
with the plans of McIntyre and knew 
that these purchases were but the pre- 
lude to much more important deals. 

When the plant of the Northwestern 
Consolidated Co. was absorbed, thus 
bringing the capacity of the combine up 
to 50,000 bbls daily, twice that of what 
had hitherto been the largest flour mill- 
ing concern in the world, and when as 
influential a paper as the Minneapolis 
Journal changed its attitude from that 
of opposition to one of approval, the 
state press began to realize that the 
dreaded scourge of a trust was really 
at work in Minnesota. 

Profiting by the object lesson afforded 
hy the trust-ridden states to the east of 
Minnesota, its state press immediately 
began to sound the alarm, and the peo- 
ple, regardless of party lines, at once 
took it up. Minnesota is a milling 
state and its citizens are proud of its 
achievements in this direction. The 
only trust of any. consequence which 
could be formed in Minnesota would be 
a flour trust. If itescapes this, the state 
may expect to be free of the trust mania 
and to avoid the dire punishment which 
has fallen upon other less fortunate 
states. The people are determined to 
prevent any further advances in the di- 
rection of a flour trust, realizing, as 
they are aoqinnies to, what such athing 
would be. Therefore the excitement and 
alarm is growing with the encourage- 
ment of the state press. If McIntyre 
does not stop where he is and cease in 
his attempts to absorb other mills, it is 
not an exaggeration to say that the peo- 
ple of the state will speedily rise and 
hot only put an effectual quietus to all 
possibilities of a trust but make it im- 
possible for him to operate the Minne- 
sota properties he has already acquired. 
The state’s authorities are fully alive to 
the situation and are watching the 
movements of the would-be flour trust 
with the closest scrutiny. At the first 
opportunity, they will undoubtedly 
\ake steps to prevent the formation and 
operation of anything in the nature of 
an unlawful combination or trust.

Once 
it was a prosperous industry, furnishing a 
home market for hundreds of thousand 
bushels of flax seed. The trust has not only 
stranded this local mill, but scores of simi- 
lar ones all over the west, concentrating the 
seed-crushing business to afew of the larger 
cities of the west,where the market can best 
be manipulated for the benefit of the own- 
ers.

Another week has passed and still 
there is very little of an encouraging 
nature in the conditions of the flour 
market, and millers see nothing in the 
outlook to inspire hope for improve- 
ment, except that they know that stocks 
in the southeast are low, and they do 
not believe as buyers affect to believe 
that values are going to be lower; and 
they realize that when the true condi- 
tions are made manifest, jobbers will 
become freer buyers. This same condi- 
tion has been confronting the mills ever 
since the new crop began to move and 
of course hope will in time weaken and 
the weakening time has about come. 

* 

It seems to me that there is much 
needless competition among the mills 
of this section and I can see little or no 
good to come of it. Without exception, 
under the present state of affairs every 
miller must admit that if he is not act- 
ually losing money he is not making 
any profit, and at this rate it is buta 
matter of time before he will begin to 
lose. Competition may be the life of 
trade, but the way it is being carried on 
by certain mills of this section it will 
likely prove its destruction. It has now 
been a month since the new season fair- 
ly opened and every mill ought to be in 
operation on full time, but it is not true 
for a large percentage of them are run- 
ning only twelve hours and some have 
shut down entirely. Let us hope that 
those who are responsible for these con- 
ditions may soon realize the error and 
unite in building up rather than tearing 
down.

WHEAT. 

As an evidence of the shortness of the 
wheat crop in this section, the total re- 
ceipts, according to the grain inspect- 
or’s report, so far since July 1 have been 
700 cars, against 1,200 cars for the corre- 
sponding period last year. The daily 
receipts do not average more than eight 
ears of local wheat, and the inspector is 
of the opinion that the supply is fast 
being exhausted in this immediate ter- 
ritory. Wheat is being received from 
east and west Tennesee, southern Ken- 
tucky and Indiana. The quality of this 
wheat is light, not even equal to the lo- 
cal wheat received in the early part of 
the month. The disposition of dealers 
to buy up has somewhat decreased, and 
the market does not show nearly so 
much activity. Prices offered now are 
72@73e for wagon; 73(@74c for local car 
and 75@76c for wheat with milling-in- 
transit privileges. 
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Bran—The rains of the last week have 
brought pastures out and as a result 
there has been a falling off in the movye- 
ment of bran and other feedstuffs, yet 
millers have not reduced prices, which 
continue at $15@15.50 for bran and $16@ 
16.50 for middlings. 

Cornmeal—The demand for corn goods 
continues ea oes at present prices: 
Bolted meal, ; pearl, fi grits, $2.15. 

Corn—Receipts are light and the de- 
mand is good at 42/@43c per bu. 


FROM THE TRADE—NASHVILLE, 


Liberty Mills: ‘Business has been 
very unsatisfactory to us this week. 
Flour buyers seem determined not to 
buy at present values and the result is 
that we are selling only about half of 
our output. We have up to this week 
been running full time, hoping all 
along that conditions would- improve, 
but they seem to grow no better. We 
have received several offers for export- 
ing, but they were too low to justify our 
acceptance. Our advices are that sup- 
plies in the south are limited and this 
encourages us to think that trade must 
improve materially in the near future. 
We can sell bran and meal, but flour 
moves altogether too slow to inspire us 
with that enthusiasm which should fill 
the breast of every miller.”’ 

Cumberland Mills: ‘'Trade condi- 
tions show very little change from last 
week, and the market must still be 
rated as fair. We have been selling 
half-time output but prices on flour are 
below cost based on the present values 
of wheat. We do not like to complain 
and never do so without occasion, but 
we must admit that there is very little 
encouragement in the outlook. There 
is practically no movement of export 
from this market, all offers being too 
low for us. The activity which has 
characterized millfeed has been weak- 
ened considerably by the copious rains 
of the last week. However, we are 
holding prices firm.” 


FROM THE TRADE—TENNESSEE. 


Lenoir Mills, Lenoir City: ‘tCondi- 
tions of flour trade are much better this 
week. Wheat is moving freely at 75c 
and we believe farmers will sell 75 per 
cent of ig at this price. Good rains 
this week have brought corn out won- 
derfully and farmers now expect an ay- 
erage of 90 per cent.”’ 

The Morristown Mills, Morristown: 
'tThere is | ye reef no change in con- 
ditions and the flour market continues 
quiet, but prices are not at all satisfac- 
tory. Receipts of wheat continue good 
and mills are being crowded for storage 
room.,”’ 

Gallatin Milling Co: 't'The movement 
of wheat from farmers is very light.

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It was a full week’s run for the Chica- 
go-Lockport mills last week; and the 
tiour production will likely be the same 
this week.

The city millers were today 
offered $3.80@3.85 New York City for 
patents in wood, and while the latter 
quotation was tempting and might have 
been accepted a week ago, the millers 
believe they should have ic to 10c high- 
er for top patents.

The Milwaukee millers appear to be 
pretty well satisfied with the business 
situation, though one or two of them are 
looking on the gloomy side and com- 
plaining a little of poor business. The 
general impression is that business, 
while it might be better, is good for the 
season and is improving. Perhaps the 
most significant feature of the situation 
is the fact that the Atlas mill had to run 
Sunday, because of the pressing orders 
that had to be filled. The amount of 
business done by the mills during the 
last week was above the average. There 
is complaint among the millers that 
they are unable to get such prices as 
they ought to for their flour, but the vol- 
ume of business appears to leave little 
to be desired in that respect. 

* * 

The trade opened last week at the 
prices of the previous week, and fhe 
wheat market being reasonably steady, 
the quotations remained the same, the 
basis being $3.90@4 for the best patents 
in wood. Some of the millers have 
done a fair business in straights at the 
usual difference in price, and there has 
been a good demand for clears at $2.90@3. 
The foreigners are still playing with the 
millers, but most of them content them- 
selves with making offers considerably 
out of line, thinking, perhaps, that they 
may strike a miller who has an urgent 
need for money and that in such case they 
may be able to get the flour at theirown 
price. The Milwaukee millers, how- 
ever, are generally situated so that they 
do not have to sacrifice their flour to 
make sales and if they cannot get cost 
out of the product they can keep it un- 
til the market improves.

A large engine was shipped by the Ed- 
ward P. Allis Co. last week to an elec- 
tric light company in London, England, 
one of a series that the company con- 
tracted to furnish some time ago.

Mr. Barry had made himself 
obnoxious to the majority of the board 
through some work in connection with 
an attempt to get legislation, surrepti- 
tiously, it was charged, through the lon 
islature last winter, through which it 
was intended that the board should have 
greater power over the departments. It 
was claimed that one of the objects of 
the move was to get power to discharge 
Chief Foley, who has been at the head 
of the fire department for many years. 
This greatly incensed Foley’s friends 
and they began to look for scalps them- 
selves. Chief Foley was recently very 
badly injured by the falling of a roof 
while he was fighting a fire with his 
men, and this circumstance has oper- 
ated to make him more solid with the 
people and to make his enemies more 
unpopular.

So far as we can 
tind out the samples will be good, but if 
the price is low we think farmers will 
hang on to it and sell their coarse grains, 
especially if the latter turn out as well 
as they look now. Milling trade is still 
ina depressed condition, mills gener- 
ally running half time. With a large 
Manitoba crop in prospect we think 
prices in Ontario should keep down to 
an export level this year and in this case 
we look fora busy time forthe mills. 
Demand for feed keeps up heavy still 
and we would be happy if the flour mar- 
ket were as brisk.”’ 


The T. H. Taylor Co., Ltd., Chatham, 
Ont: ‘'We have found milling business 
very unsatisfactory the last few months. 
Owing tothe light receipts, we had to 
pay more for wheat than it was worth;

We are selling shorts at $15@16 per ton, 
and bran at about $11. As for the ex- 
port trade in flour, we have not even 
made any inquiries the last six months, 
as we considered it useless. We are 
beginning to receive a few loads of new 
wheat, but on account of the rains we 
have had since the wheat has been cut, 
lying in the shock, what has been of- 
fered so faris shrunken and bleached. 
We are paying 65c for it; that is, for 
good quality weighing about 60 lbs to 
the bushel. We believe, however, that 
the main crop will be of good quality.” 

The Goldie Milling Co., Ltd., Ayr, 
Ont: ‘'Business has been very unsatis- 
factory for some time, We manage to 
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keep running but the prices for flour 
both domestic and export are too low to 
give a decent margin. We hope, how- 
ever, that things may improve when we 
get on to the new crop which is now be- 
ing harvested in fine condition. The 
quantity will not exceed our previous 
estimates of 50 per cent of an average 
crop, but the quality promises to be bet- 
ter than we anticipated. With the re- 
serves of old wheat still in farmers’ 
hands we think there should be enough 
to make a good season’s milling if farm- 
ers will sell with a reasonable degree of 
freedom. Whether we get prices down 
to an export level depends on farmers’ 
deliveries. If the fine prospect for the 
spring wheat crops of the northwest are 
realized we do not see much prospect of 
any advance in prices, while any seri- 
ous damage to the spring wheat a? 
would cause an advance at once. Mill- 
feed continues in brisk demand at good 


prices and this has been no small help, 


to us during the last few months. 

Spring crops are —— very much 

for the want of rain in this vicinity. 

Oats and peas will be very small crops 

with the most favorable weather.”’ 
NOTES. 

Secretary C. B. Watts and the executive 
of the Dominion Millers’ Association 
are getting sy A for the annual meet- 
ing, Which will be held shortly. It ma 
be expected that, as in the past, it will 
be one of the events of the year in Cana- 
dian milling history. 

An important judgment was delivered 
at Ottawa July 1l by Judge MacTavish 
in the case of Blake vs. Kavanagh. The 
action was to recover $96, an alleged 
overcharge on grain. The grain, which 
was designated as Manitoba No. | hard, 
was inspected at North Bay by the To- 
ronto inspector and a certificate was 
given. It was subsequently sold to 
Martin & Warnock at Ottawa and objec- 
tion was taken that the wheat was not 
up to the standard. Judgement was 
given allowing the plaintiff to recover 
$75 and costs. 

The grain-carrying trade in Canada is, 
with other lines of business, experienc- 
ing considerable of a boom. Competi- 
tion between the railroads and the boats 
has been quite active. Rail rates have 
been practically the same as by lake 
since the early spring, and grain rates 
have not advanced as they would had 
it not been for the rail competition. Ca- 
nadian vessel-owners have found that 
the rate quoted by the Canada-Atlantic 
have had the effect of keeping down 
lake rates on this side. The railway 
company have had a line of vessels 
chartered to run from Chicago and Du- 
luth to Depot Harbor in connection with 
its road and has made a rate of 6c from 
Chicago to Montreal, It is against this 
rate that the vessel-owners are compet- 
ing, and in spite of this competition the 
rate is higher than that of last year, 
which was 5c to 5%e. The rate from 
Chicago to Kingston last year touched 
l',e per bu, that being the bottom fig- 
ure. This year 34c is paid readily, the 
rate from Duluth being 4c.

The markets for wheat have been fair- 
ly maintained the last week. The price 
of cash wheat at Chicago ruled at about 
70c; some days a little easier. Some of 
the dealers are impatient at the delay of 
stronger markets. Iam _ not growing 
bearish, but the actual situation grows 
upon me, and counsels delay. What are 
some of the features of the deal? The 
largest report of our visible supply 
gives the aggregate of wheat at 49,174,- 
000 bus, compared with 12,637,000 in 1898; 
excess, 36,537,000 bus. The ocean stock 
of wheat and flour is 32,000,000 bus, com- 
pared with 26,000,000 in 1898. Of old and 
new winter wheat there is a much larger 
movement than was expected, reflecting 
a larger supply than many dealers an- 
ticipated. he northwestern wheat har- 
vest is early and the outlook fair. It 
will be likely to move earlier than usu- 
al. The stocks abroad are fair compared 
with great depletion last year. We must 
consume a part of what is so apparently 
ready for use before we can expect a 
radical improvement. Another point: 
Western markets, Chicago, Toledo and 
Duluth, are above and out of line with 
eastern and foreign markets, and the 
wheat is not moving forward. The im- 
yrovement in prices I believe will sure- 
y occur, and | want to see it very much. 
It would come sooner if the great army 
of bears in the deal could be converted 
to bulls.

Mr. Cutter of the National Milling Co. 
says their mill ran full time the last 
week, and the product was sold mainly 
for export, and at prices leaving but a 
small profit. Wheat moved fairly well 
during the week. Millfeed is in good 
request, but prices are a shade easier. 

Mr. Mennel of the Harter Milling Co. 
at Fostoria, Ohio, says their mills 
ran full time last week and the flour was 
sold, and more than the output, mainly 
for export.

The Toledo Grain & Milling Co. pro- 
duced and sold its usual output. he 
aggregate for Toledo for the week was 
21,000 bbls. 

he receipts of wheat at nine western 
points for the week were 4,862,000 bus; 
in previous week, 5,755,000; in 1898, 3,662,- 
000; excess in 1899 over 1898, 1,200,000 bus. 

The exports of wheat and flour from 
both our coasts and Canada, in the week 
ending Thursday, equal 1,386,000 bus; 
in previous week, 3,408,000; in 1898, 
2,272,000; decrease in 1899 compared with 
1898, 886,000 bus. It will thus be seen, 
that the receipts at nine western points 
exceed 1898 by 1,200,000 bus. The ex- 
ports have been 886,000 bus less than then. 

The loss by fire of the new and up-to- 
date elevator with over 800,000 bus of 
wheat, an account of which was given in 
the Northwestern Miller last week, was 
the second loss here, both of which are 
charged to explosions by ignition of 
dust. It will discourage any future 
building of elevators here after the old 
styles. A substantial frame for the ma- 
chinery, and tanks for the grain is the 
cheapest and safest method.

The flour market the last week was in 
a very unsatisfactory condition from the 
miller’s standpoint, and the aggregate 
sales were smaller than for several 
months past, yet the output of the mills 
was slightly larger than the previous 
week, due to grinding on old orders. 
The southern and eastern markets were 
very poor buyers indeed, evidently 
looking for further declines in wheat 
and because St. Louis was slightly 
higher comparatively than some other 
markets. Millers found some consola- 
tion in the fact that they are securing 
quantities of good wheat. Practically 
all the new wheat coming to this mar- 
ket grades No. 2o0r No.3 red. The ele- 
vators are securing a large stock which 
is greatly in excess of the amount at 
equal times in several years. There was 
also some satisfaction in the fact that 
St. Louis is gradually assuming a better 
basis, and this is a matter of gratifica- 
tion to the millers throughout the entire 
southwest, who base their wheat prices 
on the St. Louis market.

The export trade was decidedly dull 
and buyers and sellers were out of line 
generally, but on some special brands 
there were sales made and these usually 
at very close figures. The mills here 
quoted to the export trade soft patent at 
22s 9d ec. i. f. net to Liverpool; extra 
fancy, 20s 9d; hard patent, 2ls 3d. The 
sales of export stuff were made princi- 
pally to Ireland. There were also sales 
for deferred shipment to the continent, 
this feature being one of the most nota- 
ble of the week. There was a sharp ad- 
vance in wheat early in the week, 
which prompted the millers to hold 
their prices firm and they were loath to 
sell patent at the quotation, $3.40; later, 
when the decline in wheat came, sales 
were made as low as $3.35. The mills 
are complaining as to their inability to 
dispose of flour, and quite a number in 
this territory, especially St. Louis, are 
considering closing down unless a 
change comes promptly. The output of 
the St. Louis and East St. Louis mills 
for the week amounted to 31,900 bbls, 
against 30,900 the previous week. The 
output of the mills whose product is 
sold from St. Louis was given at 61,400 
bbls, against 58,300 last week.

Among the visiting millers in St. 
Louis during the week were T. H. Bunch 
of the Little Rock (Ark.) Mill & Ele- 
vator Co., and H. H. Cordes of the Camp 
Spring Milling Co., Nashville, Ill. Two 
visiting Mexicans, Miguel Gutierez 
and Emiguel del Moral, were in the city 
Wednesday. 

The Little Rock Mill & Elevator Co., 
of which D. J. Hayes is the man- 
ager, is sending out some handsome 
souvenir pocketbooks to its friends in 
the trade. The Little Roek mill is the 
leading plant in Arkansas and operates 
both a flour mill and a corn-plant. The 
company has established a very thriv- 
ing trade in the southern states and is 
also known to the export trade. 

Capt. George Baker of the St. Louis 
Milling Co., Carlinville, Ill., was in St. 
Louis Friday. Captain Baker states 
that wheat receipts have been quite free 
and the quality of the wheat is first- 
class, but the flour trade is in a very 
poor condition at present. The wheat 
market for this district has been rang- 
ing somewhat too high, and flour buy- 
ers evidently think the bottom has not 
yet been reached. The result is that 
trade has been practically at a stand- 
still. Captain Baker believes that wheat 
is good property, and by accumulating 
a supply now at his new elevator that 
later on he will be able to handle the 
flour trade satisfactorily. 

J. L. Grigg of Sparta, Ill., vice-presi- 
dent of the Southern Illinois Millers’ 
Association, was in St. Louis Wednes- 
day. Mr. Grigg states that the executive 
committee of the association has made 
its arrangements to carry out several 
plans outlined at the meeting in Colum- 
bia. The matter of making known the 
names of unreliable buyers and of sell- 
ing on cash basis and also the endeavor 
to bring several of the millers who have 
been doing a strong competing busi- 
ness both in wheat buying and flour 
selling to an understanding, to avoid 
further competition, are points which 
the executive committee will take up 
and push at once, 

The local buyers of millfeed, and some 
of the millers who have relied on out- 
side supplies to fill their extensive feed 
trade, are very much put out over the 
recent ruling of the terminal association, 
which does not permit the standing of 
cars on East St. Louis terminal tracks 
for more than twenty-four hours. Some 
time ago the people whose trade was 
affected protested, but their protest went 
without recognition. There are four or 
five feed firms in the city doing a large 
business in millfeeds to eastern mar- 
kets, and since the middle of July, when 
the new ruling went into effect, they 
have suffered in loss of business by the 
change. One of the large local feed 
concerns states that the ruling has 
placed a barrier in their way which will 
make it very hard to handle their busi- 
ness from now on. As a result, trade 
has been exceedingly dull for the last 
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fifteen days and the conditions aré so 
unsatisfactory that it is feared this trade 
will be permanently disrupted and will 
not again assume the importance it has 
had. Local buyers are unwilling now 
to handle: sacked bran at the market, 
partially because of the ruling which 
ibe them no chance to secure and 
old supplies for more than one day. 


ARKANSAS. 


Good rains have insured good crops of 
both corn and cotton throughout the 
state, if reasonably dry weather prevails 
in August and 5 reese so planters 
and the commercial community are cor- 
nee hopeful. Corn had been 
materially injured by drouth that pre- 
vailed last month in some localities, 
but much of that has been wonderfull, 
brought out by the rains, while the late 
pease is certain of the best results. 

he wheat crop, while not up to antici- 
pations, is fair, and there will be an in- 
crease of acreage next season. Oats are 
very good. The grocery business gen- 
erally is fair. Midsummer dullness is 
not the proverbial phase this season; for 
both city trade and that of country towns 
is better than usual. There has been no 
change in the price of flours. There is 
an extraordinarily good demand for 
the best grades in both city and coun 
try. Corn and meal are quiet. Oats ar 
in better request for feed; bran, also 
Good chopped corn is much sought afte:

OKLAHOMA AND TEXAS. 





[Special Correspondence.| 


The work of threshing, which was in- 
terrupted by heavy rains, has been re- 
sumed in Oklahoma. This with plow- 
ing and stacking of wheat constitutes 
the order of business with farmers. 
Shocked wheat is generally coming 
into the market in an unsatisfactory 
condition, being damp and _ slightly 
damaged. The percentage of good mill- 
ing wheat is not over one-half. The 
threshing of stacked grain has begun 
and this will be of a good quality. The 
crop varies in different localities. Some 
farmers report from 15 to 30 bus per 
acre, and good grain, while others say 
that the yield is light and the quality 
poor. On account of a scarcity of good 
dry milling wheat, the mills have not 
been able to come up to expectations in 
regard to hours of work, but within the 
last week a number have started up on 
full time. The condition of affairs in 
Texas is not very pleasant to the miller 
and the farmer, hard rains having dam- 
aged the wheat crop to a considerable 
extent. The milling business is from 
fair to good. 

OKLAHOMA, 


Norman Milling & Grain Co: ''Thresh- 
ing from the shock is about over. The 
yield is disappointing and the quality 
is not as good as was expected. The 
milling business is not good, orders 
being rather scarce.”’ 

Pond Creek—The condition of the 
milling and grain trade at this point is 
as follows: From 1,000 to 2,000 bus of 
wheat is being marketed daily, of which 
not over half is fit for milling; it is too 
wet. Wheat from stacked grain has 
commenced to come in and is in good 
condition. The Pond Creek Mill & El- 
evator Co. started its mill on full time 
July 24, and if sufficient supplies of 
good wheat can be secured, will run 
constantly for the next milling season. 

Oklahoma Mill Co., Kingfisher: 'tThe 
results of threshing show a yield of 
from 15 to 30 bus of wheat to the acre; 
quality good, testing from 58 to 62 lbs 
to the bushel. So far wheat has not 
been injured by rain. We have just 
started up after a two-months’ shut-down 
to enlarge our mill to 300 bbls. Can 
say very little about the flour trade as 
yet. J. E. Ruth, late with the Newton 
Milling Co. of Newton, Kan., has 
bought an interest in this company and 
the capital stock has been increased 
from $20,000 to $30,000,”’ 

Canadian County Mills, El Reno: 
‘tWheat in this locality is coming in in 
very good condition, testing from 58 to 
62 lbs, on an average. However, there 
is some late wheat that will be very 
light. The average yield is probably 
from 15 to 18 bus per acre. There have 
been few crops yielding as high as 30 
bus. The corn prospects are excellent, 
late rains having practically insured 
the corn crop. We are running full 
time in domestic and export trade 
about equally divided. The margins, 
however, are close, but the milling con- 
ditions generally are very fair at this 
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time on account of good feed demand.”’ 
TEXAS 


Alliance Milling Co., Denton: ttWheat 
is badly damaged by rains. Threshing 
is about half over. Wheat is yieldin 
about 15 bus. The flour trade is good. 
Wheat is moving freely, butis of infe- 
rior grade.” 

Crystal Palace Mills, Weatherford: 
«Milling conditions are unsatisfactory. 
The great amount of rain we have had 
has, we think, seriously damaged 65 _ 
cent of the wheat. The oat crop is also 
badly damaged. Prospects for a full 
corn crop were never more promising.”’ 

Diamond Mill Co., Sherman: ‘The 
crop conditions are not as we wish they 
were. There has been entirely too much 
rain, and the wheat crop is badly dam- 
aged. A great deal of it is not fit for 
milling, and there is practically no No. 
2 wheat left in this section. Both yield 
and quality are disappointing.” 

Cisco Roller Mills, Cisco: ‘'Thresh- 
ing = begun. Wheat was badly 
damaged by the rains and will make a 
light yield and light weight. The acre- 
age was small, but our supplies of 
wheat will be short this year and we 
shall have to ship in the most of our 
wheat. A large acreage will be sown to 
wheat next fall, if the conditions are 
favorable.”’ 

J. W. Robinson & Co., Martin: ‘The 
drouth in April and May injured wheat 
very much in this Prag A The wheat 
harvested is very light, testing only 56 
to 57 lbs and grading No. 3 to 4, mostly 
No, 4. Then the great flood in the 
Brazos river and tributaries ruined a 
great deal of the wheat yet in the shock 
and stack, making it totally unfit for 
milling purposes.”’

The future of the flour market is a lit- 
tle doubtful. Trade is certainly much 
smaller this week in the aggregate than 
it was last week, particularly in spring 
wheat patents. Part of the week a little 
more money was wanted, but the trade 
having satisfied its more urgent require- 
ments on the concessions of the previ- 
ous week was inclined to hold off, and 
on lines there was a difference of 5c to 
l0c, with the tone of the market varying 
with the daily variations in wheat. 
The mills want $3.90 for the good spring 
wheat patents, and $4.10 net for fancies, 
hut only a small lot was put through 
above $3.85. The trade here seems to be 
impressed with the idea that most of the 
(damage reports of spring wheat are 
cases of exaggeration, particularly as 
the reports do not seem to influence the 
volume of flour offering, and are not 
persistent enough to have more than 
momentary effect on the wheat market. 
While patents have been relatively 
heavy, clears show persistent steadi- 
ness and good clears will still bring 
3.10, with a relatively fair demand. 
‘here was no export trade in spring 
vheat patents in the week for any grade.

The trade in low-grade winters has 
een somewhat more satisfactory, and a

Corn—Developed extraordinary activ- 
ity in the export demand of Thursday.

The president 
of another elevator company said: '' Bos- 
ton is a forced channel, and can only 
get business by cutting rates.” 

Quite a sensation was created bya let- 
ter from Abram 8S. Hewett regarding the 
usefulness of the Erie canal. Mr. Hew- 
ett took the ground that the canals had 
passed their usefulness, which was a 
very strong statement, showing a com- 
plete change in Mr. Hewett’s position, 
as hitherto he has been one of the 


staunchest friends ‘of the canals. This 
position was controverted hy prominent 
merchants and boatmen. enry B. 
Hegert said: ‘'If there can be further 
economy in railroad transportation, 
there can be in canal transportation. 
There is need of a ship canal to compete 
with Canada.”’ E. N. Clarkson said that 
it was not at all improbable that the ca- 
nal rate would fall to one mill per ton, 
with —_— improvement. Yale Knee- 
land said: ‘tTo abandon the state ca- 
nals would be a fatal mistake, which 
would be followed by a rapid decline in 
our commerce and manufactures, a re- 
duction in real estate values, and a con- 
—— loss of hundreds of millions of 
dollars to the people.”’ 
STEAMSHIPPING NOTES. 

It is reported that two fast —— 
will soon be built on the Clyde for-the 
newly organized Anchor Line. It is un- 
derstood that the re-organization of this 
line will not materially change the pol- 
icy or methods formerly adhered to. 

The two steel steamships El Norte and 
El Sud, recently completed at the New- 
port News shipyards, are intended for 
service between New York and New Or- 
leans. These sister ships are expected 
to prove the fastest boats in the coast 
trade. 

For the first time in some months no 
American Line steamship left this port 
on Wednesday. The loss of the Paris 
and the necessity of giving the St. Paul, 
New York, and St. Louis a week’s rest 
in dry dock for repainting, deprived the 
line of any boat with which to maintain 
its regular schedule. 

The White Star steamship Belgic, now 
at Harlan & Wolff’s shipyards, Belfast, 
Ireland, was recently purchased by the 
Atlantic Transportation Co. The Belgic 
will be fitted up to carry seventy first- 
class passengers, and will be put on the 
New York-London route as soon as al- 
terations are completed. 

Steamship men are showing consider- 
able interest in the new large cargo 
steamship service between this port 
and Glasgow, which will start in the fall 
as the rival of the Anchor Line. The 

romoters of the line are said to be 

ankin, Gilmore & Co. of 67 St. John 
street, Liverpool, and D. Hogan & Son 
of Limehouse, Liverpool. 

Advices from Liverpool report the 
launching at the Jarrow yards of Palm- 
ers’ Shipbuilding & Iron Co., of the 
British Princess. She was constructed 
for the Phcenix Line, running betwen 
New York and Antwerp, of which San- 
derson & Son are the New York agents. 
The vessel will be lighted throughout 
by electricity, and will be fitted with all 
the most modern appliances for the rap- 
id loading and discharging of cargoes.

The erratic position of the wheat mar- 
kets the last week had a bad effect upon 
the local flour market, as buyers were 
afraid to take hold, not knowing just 
how the market was going. As a result 
the amount of business done last week 
was small, millers’ agents generally re- 
sorting a light inquiry and few sales. 
in afew instances some business was 
reported, but it is safe to say that where 
sales were made, something in the way 
of concession in price was given. The 

osition of the local market is a pecu- 
iar one as regards the prices asked for 
spring wheat patents. In some cases, 
brands which always command a premi- 
um of 10¢ to 15e per bbl above other 
flours, are now quoted considerably be- 
low the prices asked for more common 
brands. Prices are not changed materi- 
ally from a week ago. Buyers,however, 
are distrustful of the situation, and are 
looking for lower values. The range of 
spring wheat patents is $3.90@4 per bbl 
for the general list of Minnesota brands, 
although a few patents are quoted up to 
$4.10. Tt is difficult, however, to make 
sales above $4 per bbl. Milwaukee pat- 
ents are quoted at $3.95@4, with hardly 
any inquiry. Head-of-the Lakes patents 
are about $3.90@3.95. Chicago and Da- 
kota patents are dull and nominal.

Winter wheat flours are quiet with an 
easier tone to the market. Michigan 
atents are quotable at $3.80@3.95 per 
bl, possibly $4 for fancy brand; Mich- 
igan clears, $3.40@3.55, and straights, 
$3.55@3.70.

STEAMSHIPPING NOTES. 


A meeting of the Boston trans-Atlan- 
tic steamship interests was held last 
Friday for the purpose of further dis- 
cussing the new government regulation, 
relative to the carriage of cattle. All 
the lines were represented. The matter 
was carefully gone over and a petition 
framed for presentation at a joint meet- 
ing of the steamship lines, running to 
New York, Philadelphia, Baltimore 
and this port, which will be held in this 
city the coming week. At that meeting 
a petition will be drawn up and for- 
warded to the agricultural department 
at Washington, giving the concensus of 
opinion of the steamship lines regard- 
ing the new law, together with a request 
for waiving the same in the vessels al- 
ready built. 


The new Leyland Line steamship Win- 
ifredian arrived Saturday at this port 
from meveupees on her initial trip. She 
is the fourth of the immense type of ves- 
sel turned out at Belfast by Harland & 
Wolff for the Leyland Line, the first of 
which was the Victorian, followed after- 
wards by the Armenian, and later by 
the Cestrian. These boats have proved 
themselves wonderfully satisfactory 
dividend earners. The Winifredian, in 
addition to being an excellent and mod- 
ern cargo carrier, combines that most 
important function with that of the 
passenger ship without sacrificing, 
in any appreciable manner, her 
capacity as a freight carrier. The 
ship is built of steel to Lloyds 
highest class under special survey. 
She is fitted with cellular, double bot- 
tom, flat keel, two deep ballast-tanks, 
one at each end of the engine space and 
a number of water-tight bulkheads. 
Her principal dimensions are, length, 
552 feet, beam moulded, 59 feet, and 
depth 41 feet. The displacement of the 
ship is 21,120 tons on a draft of 31 feet, 
with a freeboard of 9.9 feet. The dead- 
weight capacity is 13,000. Her gross 
register tonnage is about 10,500. The 
water-ballast capacity is 4,384 tons of 
water. She has complete orlops be- 
tween the main decks and a shelter 
deck with side hatch openings which of 
course, when not working, are covered, 
constituting practically a flush deck 
from the after end of the house to the 
taffrail. There are accommodations 
for 900 cattle.

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The flour trade last week was almost 
entirely domestic and was generally 
confined to small-lot buying of old 
wheat flour. There appears to be noth- 
ing in the outlook as viewed from the 
buyers’ standpoint to make present 
prices attractive, and this, taken with 
the problematical position of flour from 
the old crop in a fortnight or a month 
from now, makes the present trade un- 
interesting enough. The total of do- 
mestic sales was probably greater last 
week than during the one before, the 
business continuing to be done at close 
prices. The southern trade is about the 
least satisfactory of all. Consumers 
and retai’ers there appear to have all 
the old-wheat stock they will need and 
all mills selling to that section complain 
of great dullness. Export bids are 9d 
to ls out of line with millers’ views, 
with most sellers not inclined to look 
for any early improvement. A few ca- 
bles late in the week were on a basis of 
20s 9d for straights net c. i. f. London. 
Clear was reported sold to Bristol early 
at 18s 6d, but this is above the present 
market.

Frank L. Larkin of Larkin Sons, Ells- 
worth, Kan., was here Friday and Sat- 
urday and will return again this week 
after a short visit north. He says that 
while he anticipates no trouble in get- 
ting all the good wheat that he will need 
during the present crop year, there is a 
great deal of bad wheat in his section, 
much of it hardly fit for milling pur- 
poses. The great amount of weeds in 
some of the wheat, he says, caused much 
stack-burning, resulting in severe dam- 
age to wheat that otherwise would have 
been sound and of excellent milling 

uality. He reports a fair run of domes- 
tic orders with an occasional workable 
foreign offer. 

Good rains fell over nearly all of Kan- 
sas Friday night and Saturday, which 
will be of inestimable benefit to the 
growing corn. The weather continues 
cool and moist and is described as ideal 
for corn at this season. All through Ne- 
braska, Kansas, and Oklahoma the corn 
fields are in the finest possible shape. 
The stalks stand from 10 to 16 and 18 feet 
high. In Oklahoma the two and three 
ears to the stalk are leading the people 
to talk 70 to 80 bus to the acre. What- 
ever may be thought of this it seems al- 
most certain that the three states men- 
tioned will have a bumper crop,—this of 
course barring possible damage during 
the present month, which is always the 
most severe one to corn.

WHEAT. 


Wheat was weak and dull, for the 
most part, closing 4c lower on cash 
and c on the futures than the figures 
of a week ago. Cash wheat here is now 
down to the price of Chicago September 
and 54c under New York July. is is 
unusual and shows that the pressure of 
the actual stuff is having its effect. Re- 
ceipts were good, clearances small, yet 
stocks show an increase of only 127/186 
bus. Cables, as arule, were quiet and 
steady, bringing in some instances fair 
workable orders for wheat daily and in 
others none. However, more was prol)- 
ably done in wheat for export last week 
than in any week so far on the new 
crop, though few would admitit. It is 
a case of hustle in this business nowa- 
days as in every other, and those who 
are doing the hustling are meeting with 
success, while those who are taking 
things easy and living on past achieve- 
ments are getting left. In other words, 
new methods are supplanting old ideas, 
and quick sales and small profits are 
taking the place of slow sales and large 
profits. This explains why some of the 
shippers are busy and some idle. 

Freight engagements for the week 
were large of both berth room and 
steamers, chiefly the latter and mainly, 
it is claimed, for coarse grain. South- 
ern wheat is %c lower on the better 
qualities and 3c higher on the poorer 
grades than last ae, with re- 
ceipts running smaller and better as to 
condition, and with millers and ship- 
pers alike active competitors for the de- 
sirable samples. It is thought the 
movement of new southern wheat, 
which was unusually early and heavy 
this season, has passed its zenith and 
will continue to wane from now on.

The list includes the Sen- 
eca, Seguranca, Yucatan, Oriziba and 
Niagara. Several of the vessels will 
have new boilers, and others, increased 
passenger accommodations. 

The steamship Belgic has been pur- 
chased by the Atlantic Transport Co. 
from the White Star Line and will be 
put in regular service between New 
York and London. The vessel is now 
being overhauled at Belfast, Lreland. 
She was formerly a well-known trader 
between San Francisco and the Orient. 


Her dimensions are 420% feet long, 42% 
feet beam, and 29% feet depth of hold, 
and she registers 3,845 net tons. 

The steamship Ponce, which is being 
built for the New York & Porto Rico 
Steamship Co. by the Harlan & Hol- 
lingsworth Co. of Wilmington, Del.,was 
launched on July 22. The vessel is be- 
ing constructed under Lloyd’s rules and 
regulations and is 335 feet long, 42 feet 
beam, with a loaded draft of 19 feet and 
dead weight carrying capacity of 3,250 
tons. Her speed is to be 12 knots per 
hour.

Not so favorable a report this week 
can be obtained of the millers. They 
all say that buyers hold off and claim 
that there is a better price somewhere 
else. Here is asample: A leading mill 
was queried for price by a New York 
dealer who takes his supplies by the 
thousand barrels or more. It was felt 
that at least $4 ought to be obtained, 
but, considering the condition of the 
market, a reduction of 5c was made. 
The answer came back that the quota- 
tion was 10c above the market. New 
England is a trifle stiffer and the top 
price is still about $4.10, with not a few 
mills selling for less than $4. The mills 
in this district are all running, some at 
a good rate on account of recent stop- 
pages, but none with any very great 
amount of sales booked for immediate 
shipment. New winter wheat is com- 
ing in and is well received, especiall 
as the supply of old appears to be small, 
next to none being offered in store. The 
millers in that trade are buying it freely 
and will use it as soon as it will answer, 
which ought to be ina few days. It re- 
sembles the old crop very closely. The 
country mills are still doing very well 
but thé state farmers are not satisfied 
with the prices offered and are holding 
their cro back. A small advance 
would bring itin. Most grain for im- 
mediate sale is a trifle scarce, but the 
supply of rye, which has been a mere 
nothing so long, promises to be larger 
hereafter, though the crop hereabouts is 
very light. The real feature of the entire 
trade is the amount of millfeed moving. 
Dairymen have been obliged to feed 
more ground stuff than usual all sum- 
mer on account of dry weather, which 
still preveils in some parts of the state. 
The city flour trade is without special 
feature, with demand fairly strong.

“The millingycombinefis;making;its 
headquarters in the flour warehouse 
built by the Central Transportation Co. 
which was built some years ago by the 
combined interests of the Duluth Impe- 
rial, Daisy, Freeman and Minkota mill 
companies. It will hold about 40,000 
bbls of flour and has rail connection. 
For the most part itis to be used for 
city business, the through shipments 
going to rail routes direct. A new pack- 
er run by electricity, is being set up in 
the warehouse. 


The Merchants’ Exchange has elected 
enough new menm.bers to swell the total 
to 1,026. When the year opened a plan 
was set on foot to increase the member- 
ship to 1,000, the proposition being that 
there should be two classes of members, 
—the older ones, who had paid entrance 
fees and $25 dues annually, to retain the 
Exchange’s interest in the property, and 
the new members to be received without 
entrance fee and to be entitled to all 
privileges. The dues were to be made 
uniformly $12, which has been done 
from July 1. This swelling of the list 
from about 250 is a great work, and 
ought to strengthen the Exchange very 
materially, as the dues are no longer 
a burden to anyone. It places the body 
on a fine financial footing, as it practi- 
cally doubles the income from dues, 
and does not change other conditions. 


The hearing this week before the state 
commission appointed to inquire into 
the reasons for the decline of the com- 
merce of New York is attracting much 
attention from commercial men, many 
telling facts being brought out. Man- 
ager Marcy of Bartlett, Frazier & Co., 
Chicago, testified that he was unable to 
ship grain through New York as a rule, 
as the rate was higher than elsewhere. 
Manager Douglass of the Western Trans- 
it Co., the New York Central lake line, 
and formerly manager of the New York 
Lighterage Uo., testified that 3c per 100 
lbs was always deducted on freight 
lightered before the roads were paid 
their percentages. It was a mere de- 
partment of the New York Central. 
Gordon W. Hall, once a lighterage boat 
owuer, stated that the earnings of the 
company were from three to four times 
the cost, as he had often figured it out 
with the company.

Milling Co., Niagara Falls, N.Y: ‘tWe 
have to report a very satisfactory trade. 
Our sales during the two weeks past 
have been more than double our output, 
There is not much of an export demand 
for patent, although we succeeded in 
placing afew small lots. Millfeed can 
be moved as fast as we can make it, at 
fair prices. Clears are in better de- 
mand.” 


Sheffield Milling Co.,Faribault, Minn: 
‘We have been having a very good de- 
mand for flour both trom our eastern 
trade and the local territory west of 
Chicago. The export business is quite 
unworkable, being from 6d to 1s too low 
on all grades. The demand for feed has 
slackened considerably, but as we are 
sold ahead for thirty days it does not 
affect us. Wheat was damaged to some 
extent, especially on the lighter soils, 
by the extremely hot weather of last 
week. This week, however, the weather 
has been almost ideal and we shall 
have, without doubt, a large crop of 
very good quality. Rye, barley and 
winter wheat have all been harvested 
under favorable conditions.”’ 


I. Bruce Howard, manager Thomas 
Brown Milling Co., Faribault, Minn: 
‘'The week just past was extremely dull 
with us on all grades of flour. We have 
done very little for export, and in fact 
the trade in this direction seems 
to be about dead, and it is very 
evident that buyers on the other 
side are anticipating lower figures 
with the advent of the new _ crop. 
The big demand we experienced some 
little time ago for clear grades also 
seems to have eased off, for we find it 
difficult to place any first or second 
clears with our foreign friends even at 
the reduced prices prevailing during 
the last ten days. The outlook for the 
crop is allright and conditions favora- 
ble. Some farmers have commenced 
harvesting, and no doubt they will be 
at work in the fields some time this 
coming week. If the wheat is threshed 
without any further drawbacks, we look 
for better quality than we had last year. 
The demand for feed still continues 
good, and we are behind with our or- 
ders, which is somewhat surprising for 
this time of the year.”’

LONDON, JULY 19, 1899. 








Flour business in Londen seems al- 
most out of the question at present, ac- 
cording to all the reports that I get 
from the impdtters. Nobody seems to 
have any confidence in prices, and even 
offers of 6d or 9d below the basis of the 
millers’ asking price fail to attract buy- 
ers. Warm and dry weather has pre- 
vailed in Great Britain the last week 
and there has been good weather in the 
north of France, though some storms 
have been reported from southern 
France, and as long as the weather con- 
tinues so favorable here evidently the 
trade will not worry much about a 
shortage in the American winter wheat 


crop. The receipts continue fairly 
heavy and rather in excess of require- 
ments. The wheat receipts last week 


were 293,000 qrs and the flour receipts 
221,103 sacks. On the Baltic there has 
been a decline of 3d in wheat and no 
eargo bids or sales were reported yes- 
terday. Parcels of wheat are 3d to 6d 
lower and No.l northern on passage 
has been sold at 28s 6d. In the option 
market some business was done at a de- 
celine of 7,d to ‘4d per ctl. At the 
second call August sold for 6s *%d; Oc- 
tober, 6s 1°5<d; December, 6s 25<d. In 
the Liverpool option market there were 
sales of 450,000 ctls, prices being 5s 7%<d 
to 5s 7d for July, 5s 9*%<d to 5s 8%<d for 
September and 5s 107,d for December. 
Apparently nothing but stormy weather 
will infuse any life into the markets 
here. 
THE MARKETS—LIVERPOOL, 

Kruger, Darsie & Co. (July 18): 'tThe 
downward tendency of the market re- 
ported during the previous week con- 
tinued uninterruptedly in the meantime, 
and values of wheat of all descriptions, 
both on spot and for forward deliveries, 
must be quoted fully 2d per ctl lower, 
accompanied, as usual, by a very poor 


demand, Naturally the flour trade in 
such discouraging circumstances has 
been, if possible, worse than before, 


and though prices for foreign flour are 
called nominally unchanged, buyers 
have very little difficulty in supplying 
their very limited requirements at some 
reduction, but in reality the business 
passing has been too small to properly 
test prices. Home manufactured flour 
has been reduced 6d today, and this 
article continues relatively the cheap- 
est flour in the market.” 


GLASGOW. 


R. Hunter Craig & Co., Ltd. (July 20): 
‘‘Our market is dull and prices are 6d 
cheaper on the week.”’ 

Dunlop Bros. (July 19): ‘''Trade here 
has been practically suspended during 
the last week, owing to the Glasgow fair 
holidays. Arrivals are light of every 
thing.” 

John Jackson & Co, (July 18): ‘' Busi- 
ness has been very much interfered 
with owing to the local holidays the 
lasi week. Prices must be quoted 
about 6d lower on the week for all 
classes, with a very limited business 
passing.”’ 

AMSTERDAM. 


Bulsing & Heslenfeld (July 18): ‘'‘Our 
market is dull and declining and buy- 
ers have withdrawn from it. Today’s 
values are as follows: Spring wheat 
first patent, $3.80 or 10.82 guilders;

wheat second clear, $2.55, or 7.26; red- 
dog, $2, or 5.69.”’

_ Altona Bros. (July 18): ‘*Since writ- 
ing on July 11, business has continued 
in the same languid manner. Very lit- 


tle faith is manifested in the main- 
tenance of present values, and though 
operators do not favor short selling, 


they would sooner do this than buy. 
Importers are very timid and the feel- 
ing is gaining that ere long prices must 
decline, at. least for wheat, and this of 
course may influence corn and other 
cereals. From trustworthy sources we 
have information that the situation in 
Russia is not so bad as the rumors 
some time .ago indicated, though there 
is some damage. The weather here is 
very good for harvesting, and there will 
be plenty of good potatoes. Wheat is

Home mill- 
ers’ flours are 1s per 280 lbs down for all 
grades, and a further reduction in the 
price of bread is feared.

Bruce, Boyd & Co., Leith: ‘'At pres- 
ent prices, we should say that not more 
than one in twenty-five sacks of foreign 
flour used is Hungarian, but when the 
margin is not so wide between Amer- 
ican patents and Hungarian, perhaps 
one in sixteen.”’ 


J. Tas Ezn, Amsterdam: ‘'The pro- 
yortion of Hungarian flour consumed 
Sere is so small that it is difficult to 
give definite figures. The demand for 
Hungarian flour is of no importance 
when compared with the total con- 
sumption of flour in this market.”’ 


A. P. Vande Water & Zoon, Amster- 
dam: ‘'Itis impossible to give accu- 
rate information about the quantity of 
Hungarian flour imported. We dare 
say that it does not amount to a thou- 
sandth part of the American flour im- 
ported into this market.”’ 


J.D. Barth, Bremen: ‘tNot a single 
earload of Hungarian flour has been 
imported into Bremen during the entire 
past year.” 

Paul Sauerlandt, Nachfg, Berlin: ‘'It 
is difficult to say what proportion of 
flour consumed in this market is Hun- 
garian. The total flour consumed here 
amounts to 4,000,000 sacks yearly, and 
about 120,000 sacks is Hungarian.”’

LONDON MONEY MARKET—JULY 19. 


The Bank of England rate, as fore- 
shadowed in my report of July 12, was 
raised to 3% = cent, the change taking 
place July 13. During the week dis- 
counts were made bythe bank at and 
about 3% per cent and it has been ex- 
pected that there would be a further ad- 
vance in the bank rate July 20, but 
money has gone a little easier and there 
is now less expectation of a further ad- 
vance. The bankers’ deposit rate has 
been changed to 2 per cent. Loans from 
day to day are quoted at 2%@3% per 
cent, and short period loans at 3 per 
eent. The rate of discount on bank bills 
runs from 3% per centfor two months’ 
bills to 4 per cent for six months’ bills. 
Trade bills are quoted at 4@4% per cent. 
The news from the Transvaal is consid- 
ered more reassuring and this has had 
the effect of causing a general improve- 
ment in stocks. Consols, which have 
been lower since my quotations of a 


week ago, rose yesterday to 106% for 
money and 106% for account. There has 


been some stringency in money, and 
financial authorities consider that the 
Bank of England must secure a good 
deal more gold before autumn. The 
Argentine gold premium is 112.

The half-yearly reports of the London 
banks are now being published and they 
poe ney, show increased business. The 

sondon Joint Stock bank, Ltd., is pay- 
ing a dividend at the rate of 11 per cent 
per annum. Its balance sheet shows 
deposits of £18,552,803, and cash in hand 
and at the Bank. of England, £2,695,339, 
and loans of £15,356,615. Three new 
branches have been opened in the city 
and suburbs.

The Capital & Counties bank is pay- 
ing a dividend at the rate of 16 per cent 
perannum. The balance sheet shows 
deposits of £20,568,056; cash at head of- 
fice, branches and Bank of England, £2,- 
679,445; loans at call and short notice, 
£2,871,696; investments, £4,846,789; loans 
and bills discounted, £11,512,087. The 
net profits, including the balance 
brought forward, are £230,763 for the 
twelve months ending June 30. Three 
new branches have been opened, one be- 
ing in the city and the others at outside 
points. 

NEW COMPANIES. 

Though I have not referred to new 
company promotions recently, it is not 
because there has been any lack of new 
companies. On the contrary, new enter- 
prises are being brought out daily as 
joint stock companies and the public is 
asked to subscribe to the securities, 
which are usually of three kinds, name- 
ly, the debentures, cumulative prefer- 
ence shares and ordinary shares. This 
morning I find in the papers the pros- 
pectus of acompany which will be of 
special interest to readers of the North- 
western Miller, indicating as it does a 
movement to open up a considerable 
district in the southwest of England 
for more direct trans-Atlantic com- 
merce. I refer tothe company known 
as Plymouth Wharves, Ltd. Being in 
a way a new enterprise, this com- 
pany can only give estimated profits 
and its reasons for expecting favorable 
returns. The prospectus sets out that 
though Plymouth is one of the best har- 
bors in Great Britain and favorably 
situated for traffic, its commerce has 
been greatly retarded by its want of 
commercial quays with sufficient depth 
of water for ocean steamers and the al- 
most total absence of appliances for 
handling merchandise, grain, etc.,quick- 
ly and economically. The new quays 
will have a depth of 28 feet at low 
water, and the nage | warehouses 
will be considerably enlarged and ad- 


ditional warehouses erected. Grain 
elevators and trains and all neces- 
sary apparatus will be provided for 


the economical handling of grain and 
general merchandise, and the equip- 
ment will be capable of discharging as 
much as 2,000 tons per day. The con- 
tractors of the works guarantee the pay- 
ment of the interest on the debenture 
stock and the full dividend on the pref- 
erence shares for two years during the 
construction of the works. The direc- 
tors include merchants, grain importers 
and ship owners. Among the fatter I 
notice the name of A. S. Williams, one 
of the directors of the Atlantic Trans- 
port Co., Ltd., and chairman of the Lon- 
don Grain Elevator Co., Ltd. Negotia- 
tions have been entered into with the 
Atlantic Transport Co. for its boats 
from New York, Philadelphia and Bal- 
timore to call in at the wharves and de- 
liver grain, provisions and other cargo, 
and negotiations are also in progress 
with other steamship lines for regular 
services with various domestic and for- 
eign ports.

Readers of the Northwestern Miller 
may remember a description of Ply- 
mouth and the government works there 
that I gave last year in connection with 
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the annual meeting of the bakers’ asso 
ciation, which made an excursion to 
Plymouth from Exeter. I had always 
understood that the government looked 
with disfavor upon the plan of increas- 
ing the importance of Plymouth as a 
commercial port, owing to the exten- 
sive use of the waters there by the goy- 
ernment for its war vessels, but it 
seems that these objections, if they exist- 
ed, have been overcome, as the Turn- 
chapel Wharves & Warehouses, Ltd. 
have recently obtained parliamentary 
power to levy dues. As these powers 
are unassignable the shares and the 
capital of the bes gg Co. will be 
vested in Plymouth arves, Ltd., or 
its nominees. If the reader will look at 
the map he will see that Plymouth is 
on the southwest coast of Devonshire, 
on the border of Cornwall and about a 
third of the way from Land’s End to 
Southampton. he nearest ocean ports 
for Devonshire are now Bristol, which 
is in Somersetshire, to the north and 
Southampton to the east. I find the 
population of Devonshire given in the 
gazetteer as 631,767, while that of Corn- 
wall, the ss county to the south- 
west, for which Plymouth will be the 
nearest ocean port, is 322,589. When 
these works are completed and steamers 
from America begin calling regularly, 
there will doubtless be new openings 
for American flour in Devonshire and 
Cornwall. 


Current Topics. 





BRITISH NAVAL: MANQUVRES., 


Much attention is now being paid over 
here to the naval manceuvres. These 
usually take place every summer, al- 
though last year they were omitted, the 
official reason being the strike of the 
Welsh coal miners, and that the admi- 
ralty, while having enough coal on hand 
to carry out the manceuvres, did not 
wish to deplete its reserves of coal as 
much as would have been necessary in 
order to carry out the manceuvres dur- 
ing the coal strike. All the leading 
English daily papers now have columns 
of special correspondence in regard to 
the fleet and the manceuvres, and all 
agree that the present fleet is the largest 
and finest ever commissioned by Great 
Britain. On looking over the list I 
notice that there are fifty-seven battle 
ships and cruisers, twenty-four torpedo 
boats and a large number of destroyers, 
besides two slow ships which play the 
part of a convoy. Of course, in the 
manoeuvres all details of naval work, 
such as speed in coaling, searchlight 
practice, ete., are carried out and accu- 
rately reported. The scene in Ports- 
mouth harbor the other night, when the 
great fleet was using its searchlights on 
the town, with strict orders not to illum- 
inate any of the ships of the fleet, must 
have been very interesting. The special 
object of the manoeuvres this year, ac- 
cording to the official statement, is to 
obtain information as to the most ad- 
vantageous method of employing a con- 
siderable body of cruisers in conjunc- 
tion with a fleet. Another object is to 
show the relative advantages and dis- 
advantages of speed and fighting 
strength and to obtain information rela- 
tive to the work of destroyers and _ tor- 
pedo boats. 

THE GENERAL IDEA. 


Under this heading the program of 
the present manceuvres is officially 
given in the following terms: A British 
convoy (C) of slow ships escorted by a 
fast cruiser, on passage from Halifax to 
Milford Haven, is ordered to await at a 
certain rendezvous the arrival of a pro- 
tecting squadron. The slow ships can- 
not be taken in tow, must remain in 
company, and have no fighting value. 
A hostile squadron (A) of fast ships, ly- 
ing at Belfast, is sent to sea to intercept 
and capture the convoy and bring it into 
Belfast. After an interval, a superior 
British squadron (B) of slower ships is 
sent to protect the convoy (C), which 
has been ordered to a prearranged ren- 
dezvous, cover it from the _ hostile 
squadron and bring it into Milford. 
The whole of Ireland is hostile territory 
and belongs to A. Thecoastof England 
and Wales from the island of Ismay to 
the Lizard, including the Scillies and 
the Isle of Man, is the British territory. 
The hostile fleet A has torpedo boats at 
Waterford, Kingstown and Belfast. The 
British fleet B has destroyers at Milford 
Haven, Holyhead and Lamlash. There 
is a great deal of luck about the success 
of the different fleets, as fogs or stormy 
weather or clear weather chance to be 
encountered by the vessels that are at- 
tempting to elude pursuit or by their 
pursuers. However, the program seems 
to be a very interesting one and in due 
time we shall see whether the fast hos- 
tile fleet A succeeds in capturing the 
convoy hefore it can be protected by the 
slower-going fleet B. If fleet A, instead 
of being composed of British ships, 
were composed of an American fleet, 
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popular interest in the result of the con- 
test would no doubt be greater than in 
any contest that could take place be- 
tween the two countries short of actual 
war. 

THE SHAMROCK. 


It is pte, this hot weather, to turn 
one’s thought to sea breezes and yacht- 
ing, and it is interesting to note that in 
the first racing trial of Sir Thomas Lip- 
ton’s American cup challenger Sham- 
rock, which occurred yesterday, the 
Shamrock proved much faster than the 
Britannia. The latter formerly belonged 
to the Prince of Wales, and though an 
o!d boat she holds the record for prize 
winning. In the trial yesterday the 
Shamrock appears to have shown her- 
self superior to the Britannia in every 
particular and won by over thirteen 
minutes. There was a good breeze and 
the weather was considered rather fa- 
vorable for the Britannia. One of the 
sirong points of the Shamrock is her 
great facility in coming about. It looks 
as if she would give the American yacht 
a hard fight. 
HOT WEATHER AND NO ICE. 


| suppose the average American house- 
kveper would as soon think of keeping 
house without beds as without a well- 
siocked refrigerator in summer, but the 
rcfrigerator, or ice chest, as it is com- 
monly called here, is hardly ever used 
in small or medium-sized houses. In 
order to enable housekeepers to do 
without it, frequent deliveries are made 
by the milkman, the green grocer, etc., 
and there are numerous devices for pre- 
serving the most perishable articles. 
Thus I find in my larder a tin vessel 
having arim which can be filled with 
cold water from the faucet. This word, 
by the way,is so unfamiliar that my 
stenographer does not recognize in it 
the English word ‘tap.’ he upper 
part of the tin can is perforated daa in 
kept wrapped round with a wet cloth 
and when this is kept in a breezy place 
the evaporation keeps the butter fairly 
firm. Milk is kept by scalding it and 
allowing it to cool rapidly in a shallow 
dish. Ifthe nights were as hot as the 
days these precautions would probably 
not suffice, but though we are having 
pretty hot days just at present, 81°in the 
shade today, the nights are usually cool 
enough to make it comfortable to sleep 
under a blanket. 

PAPER AND TEA. 


Quite a stir was recently produced by 
a fine imposed by a magistrate on a 
very large trading company for includ- 
ing the weight of the paper bag in weigh- 
ing tea. The firm accused did not deny 
the fact but alleged that it was the cus- 
tom of the trade. Shortly after this I 
noticed signs in most of the shop win- 
dows to the effect that their tea was sold 
full weight without including the weight 
of the bag, and now I note that the firm 
which was fined is also advertising 
that itis giving full weight without the 
wrapper, so I imagine that the attention 
that has been directed to it will puta 
stop to any further selling of tea with 
the weight of the wrapper included in 
the weight of the tea.

HUNGARY.

The weather was very rainy and 
wet, so that rust was spreading all over 
the country. Rust is the greatest enemy 
of our wheat-growers here, but another

numerous mishaps on his visits to 
America, as a siege of typhoid fever in 
Minneapolis and a serious collision at 
sea through reckless navigation, he has 
always taken the time to visit America 
every few years, and, as a consequence 

he now numbers among his persona 

friends not a few American millers. He 
says that he always greatly enjoys his 
visits to the States and Canada, but that 
he enjo ed the last one most of all; and 
he thinks that if the millers of America 
will vigorously follow up the advantage 
gained at the recent convention in De- 
troit, serious delays in transit will soon 
be things of the past. 

Mr. Cassels has been in business on 
his own account since he was quite 
young, first as partner of the firm of 
Smith & Cassels, then as a partner in 
the firm of F. & J. Cassels, and latterly 
as John L. Cassels & Co. While he is 
not the largest flour handler in the 
United Kingdom, nor yet a millionaire, 
but having found the corn trade, as he 
says, an agreeable but not a very lucra- 
tive occupation, he takes great pleas- 
ure in his business and pleasure in the 
consciousness of honestly endeavoring 
to fill worthily a certain niche in the 
commercial fabric. He takes his share 
in providing for the people a constant 
stream of supplies of pure food from 
the '' finest of the wheat.”’ If this stream 
is sometimes interrupted, it is mainly 
owing to the bugbear of the trade, de- 
lays fn transit, and to remedy this his 


disease has also made its appearance 
this season, in the shape of a kind of 
fungus, which eats into the stalks and 


.makes them snap short off. The crop 


estimates had accordingly to be re- 
duced more and more, as it was feared 
the damage inflicted amounted to quite 
8 or 10 per cent, and the reports from 
Roumania, turning from bad to worse, 
tended to steady the market still more. 
Fortunately, with the end of last month, 
a change occurred in the weather, 
which became dry and windy, but not 
very hot, and altogether proved very 
favorable and productive for grain. 
The former price advance was conse- 
quently lost, the more so as the appre- 
hensions entertained in many quarters 
were shown to be, if not groundless, 
very exaggerated. 

The second week of this month the 
market was again steadier, as, in con- 
sequence of more rain, the harvest work 
was delayed, and it is to be feared that 
the grain will get damp, so that it will 
take a long time before it is fit for mill- 
ing purposes. The partners of the wheat 
trust here, whose stocks have now been 
reduced to about 25 per cent of the orig- 
inal, are striving to make the most of 
the situation, and the arrivals of wheat 
are exceedingly small, as the farmer’s 
time is of course taken up with the har- 
vest. In opposition to the trust, the 
mills refrain from buying, as the de- 
mand for flour is very weak, but they 
will after all have to pay higher prices, 
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Business in flour up to the beginning 
of this month was, if not large, toler- 
ably regular and sales of some impor- 
tance have been made for July and 
August delivery both. at home and to 
Austria, though the mills had to sell at 
prices below the actual value of wheat. 
Some business was also done for ex- 
ort, though, of late the trade with the 
nited Kingdom has been stagnant, but 
then a demand sprang up from France, 
where the unfavorable weather of last 
week has raised some fears. No busi- 
ness was feasible with Germany and 
the home demand is now also slack. 
Flour for cattle food continues in 
strong demand, and to Holland, partic- 
ularly, further sales have been made. 
Rather an extensive trade was done in 
bran during the last 10 days of June and 
sales were made to Germany at $1.50@ 
1.54 per qtl for autumn shipment 
and even up to February, 1900. This de- 
mand has now fallen off, but the home 
trade for prompt delivery is very firm 
and high prices are 4 d, as bran is 
enerally very scarce, the mills work- 
ng at such a reduced rate.

Itis 
known also that mills west hold consid- 
erable flour, over which they are begin- 
ning to feel uneasy owing to the hot 
weather, as some lots have already 
shown signs of going sour and lumpy. 
Manitoba millers are also forcing their 
flour on the market, one miller in the 
northwest writing a firm here asking if 
it would receive a lot on consignment, 
and when the firm refused, the miller re- 
plied that if it would not handle it, he 
would send, the flour on to be sold for 
what it would realize, and thus force 
the market. Cables state that the mar- 
ket is dull in England, and that holders 
in order to effect new business have had 
to make a further concession of 6d per 
sack. Stocks are increasing and hold- 
ers anxious to sell. On Thursday Can- 
adian spring patents were cabled from 
London at 20s 6d@22s, and winter at 16s 
6d@l17s 6d. Spot prices here remain as 
last quoted:

Oatmeal—Continues dull here. An 
Ontario miller who was on ’Change this 
week said he could do better abroad 
than in this market and that he had 
contracts for shipments to Great Brit- 
ain for all the surplus he could spare 
up to the end of September. Prices on 
spot have been completely unhinged 
and nominal at $1.70@1.80 in bags and 
$3.50@3.70 in barrels. 

Wheat—The market has ruled -quiet 
during the week for cargoes on through 
bills, but locally prices are purely nom- 
inal in the absence of spot business.

London cables Thursday said that the 
market was weak and lower owing to 
more liberal supplies of American and 
Russian, and that No. 2 white Canadian 
were quoted at l4s 9d@l5s 1d, spot. 

Barley—There is a good export de- 
mand for feed barley, but offerings are 
light and prices firm at 43@45c. Malt- 
ing samples are quoted at 48@50c. Of- 
ferings of buckwheat here are almost 
nil and prices nominal at 59@60c. New 
crop rye has been offered at points west 
for September delivery at 5c f. o. b.

Since then wheat has been damaged by 
rust and hot winds to some extent.”’ 

Aberdeen Mill Co., July 27: ‘The 
crop prospect in this locality is excel- 
lent. The damage by hot weather will 
not reduce the condition over ten points 
and we look for a fair yield of good 
quality.” 

E. A. Morrison, De Smet, July 29: 
‘tWheat harvest has begun and wheat 
will average 8 to 9 bus per acre, 
from present indications. 
probably somewhat shrunken. Think 
there will be threshing done inside of 
two weeks.”’

From 
all reports, Ido not think wheat will 
average over 10 bus to the acre in this 
county. Coarse grains are looking well; 
barley cutting has begun.”’ 

W. H. Stokes, Watertown Roller Mills 
July 31: ‘'The weather the past week 
has been more favorable than the pre- 
vious week, but we have had no rain; 
consequently, the ground is very dry 
and on light soils both wheat and flax 
have been quite badly injured. The 
hot weather of the previous week blight- 
ed the upper portion of the heads and 
there is scarcely a field of wheat but has 
lost from one to five kernels in the top 
of the heads, and this will cut quite a 
figure in the general yield. While our 
average over the state last year was 
about 13 bus to the acre, I am of the 
opinion that we will not harvest over 10 
to 1l bus this season. The hot, dry 
weather has also lowered the prospective 
yield’per acre of flax, but on account of 
the increased acreage I think there will 
be as many bushels harvested in this 
county as last year. Watertown Roller 
Mills were running full time last week, 
but will be shut down for the next two 
or three weeks, to add new machinery, 
such as cleaners, extra bolting, etc., but 
have large stocks of old wheat flour to 
supply customers. Wheat harvest will 
commence the latter part of the week 
and will be general next week.” 
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Dunlop’ Bros., Michigan, July 29: 
'tWheat is coming on fast, owing to the 
very warm weather of last week. Cool 
at present. If weather is favorable har- 
vest ought to begin about Aug. 15, but 
some wheat is not fully headed out yet. 
This year will not average as good as 
last year.”’ 

Diamond Milling Co., Grand Forks, 
July 29: oe in this vicinity are 
very spotted. Some fields will go 25 
bus per acre and some will not go 5. On 
the whole, with good weather the rest of 
the season, we shall have an average 
crop. Harvesting will commence in 
about ten days.”’ 

Hougen Milling Co., Northwood, July 
29: ‘'The crops are still late though 
warm winds have hurried them along 
beyond expectation.

TO REGULATE BAKERIES. 





The Busche Bill Provides for the Reno- 
vation of Foul Bakeshops 
in St. Louis. 





Necessity for reforms induced the in- 
troduction of a bill in the Missouri leg- 
islature by Charles F. Busche, which 
will provide a ene | for some of the 
miserably-conducted bakeshops of St. 
Lovis. St. Louis has its full share of 
first-class bakeries, equipped with a 
view to cover all the requirements of a 
thoroughly well-regulated institution; 
the same city is cursed with some of the 
dirtiest dens where bread is made that 
ean be found in all Christendom. In 
certain districts in the slums and 
among the lowest foreign element bread 
is baked under conditions that are dis- 
gusting. These rather obscure bakeries 
are rarely visited or inspected and their 
condition has become chronic. Flour 
is stored in dirty rooms and is handled 
by dirty dough-kneaders, and, I am told, 
not infrequently by diseased people. 
The bill by Senator Busche was intro- 
duced last January, and on May 29 was 
signed by the governor. It will go into 
effect Aug. 22. It is as follows: 

AN ACT 

To prescribe the hours of labor and 
sanitary conditions to be observed in 
bakeries and confectionery establish- 
ments, to provide penalties for the vio- 
lations of this act, and to repeal sec- 
tions 17 and 18 of an act approved April 
20, 1891, entitled ‘tAn act relating to 
manufacturing, mechanical, mercan- 
tile and other establishments and 
places, and the employment, safety, 
health and work hours of employees.” 

Section 1, That no employees shall be 
required, permitted or suffered to work 
in a biscuit, bread or cake bakery or 
confectionery establishment in this 
state, more than six days in one week, 
said week to commence at a stated time 
‘Post Meridian,’’ on Sunday and to ter- 
minate not later than the corresponding 
time on Saturday of the same week, ex- 
cepted from this rule may be the time 
on Sunday for setting the ——— for the 
night’s work following. o person un- 
der the age of sixteen years shall be em- 
ployed in any bakeshop between the 
hours of 9 o’clock at night and 5 o’clock 
in the morning. 

Sec, 2, All rooms or buildings occu- 
pied as biscuit, bread or cake or pastry 
bakeries shall be drained and plumbed 
in a@manner to conduce to the proper 
and healthful sanitary condition thereof, 
and constructed with air shafts, win- 
dows or ventilating Be sufficient tor 
insure ventilation. he furniture and 
utensils in such rooms shall be so ar- 
ranged that the furniture and floor 
may at all times be kept in a proper 
ind healthful sanitary condition, and 
no water closet, earth closet, jak or 
ish pit shall be within or communicate 

irectly-with the bake room. 

Sec. 3. The manufactured flour or meal 
)roducts shall be kept in perfectly clean, 
iry and properly-ventilated rooms, so 

rranged that the floor, shelves and all 

‘cilities for storing same can be easily 

id perfectly cleaned. 

See. 4. The sleeping apartments for 

e persons employed in bakeries or 

nfectionery establishments shall be 

‘parate and distinct from the room or 

voms used for manufacture or storage 

f flour or meal product, or for the stor- 
\ge of flour, meal or other articles used 

n the manufacture or preparation of 
uch product. 

Sec. 5. No employer shall knowingly 

‘quire, a nage or suffer any person to 
vork in his bakeshop who is affected 
vith consumption of the lungs or with 

‘rofula or any communicable skin dis- 

use, and every person is hereby re- 
uired to keep himself in a cleanly con- 
ition while engaged in the manufacture 

r handling of such products, 

Sec. 6. Any person who violates any 

f the provisions of this act, or refuses 

»com ly with the requirements there- 

f, shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 


ieanor, and on conviction, shall be 
unished by a fine of not less than ten 
r more than one hundred dollars. 

Sec, 7, It shall be the duty of the labor 
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commissioner or his deputy to see that 
the provisions of this act are carried 
into effect, and it is hereby made the 
duty of the prosecuting attorneys of each 
county or city in this state to lend all 
= le aid in all prosecutions for vio- 
— of any of the provisions of this 
act. 

Sec. 8. A copy of this act shall be kept 
conspicuously posted in Meter bake- 
shop or confectionery establishment 


in this state.

THE HANDLING OF BREAD 


Early Morning Deliveries—A Case for 
the Health Department. 





A correspondent to the Galveston 
(Texas) News has this to say on the 
ear of bread in Galveston: 

‘tHaving been a traveler somewhat 
for forty years and one of the observing 
kind, I never visited a city or town oth- 
er than Galveston that tolerated the per- 
nicious and filthy habits of our bread- 
servers. During my early mornin 
walks, when the majority of our goo 
citizens are taking their morning nap, 
I notice the habits of the bread-delivers, 
plying from house to house in their two- 
wheeled carts, all hard at work deliver- 
ing loaves of bread. 

‘tAnd how is the delivery made? With 
dirty hands (and how could their sweaty 
hands be clean in making their. morn- 
ing run from one to two hundred houses) 
and if the household needs two or more 
loaves one loaf pee under the armpit 
and the other loaf carried in the dirty 
hand. Is it not enough to endure the 
handling of bread that necessarily takes 
place atthe bakery before the loaves 
are transferred to the wagon? My ob- 
servation is that in other cities all 
bread is delivered to the house in a 
clean basket and with gloves or mittens 
on—the gloves when not in use are 

laced back into the basket; they are 
arge and roomy and easily slipped on- 
to the hands. Kindly in one of your art- 
icles on cleanliness call the notice of our 
gude housewives to the present mode 
of bread delivery.” 

To this, a bread-deliverer of Galveston 
makes reply as follows: 

‘tT being a bread-deliverer for the period 
of eight months would like to say in be- 
half of this city that we, as a body, de- 

lore the attack made on us for the way 

n which bread is delivered. Evidently 
the party who wrote the article has 
never delivered the bread to consumers 
who insist upon having it at a certain 
time or not at all. Again, the party does 
not stop to consider that the driver must 
take the blame for accidents, delays and 
unclean shabby wagons, horses and 
harness,with which he has to work. As 
to baskets for the bread,that is the fault 
of the employers. The drivers certainly 
cannot afford to buy baskets and gloves 
out of $6 or $8 a week, as it will take 
about four pairs of gloves and a basket 
a month to run him if he does any busi- 
ness at all. 

‘tIn places where ten, fifteen and twen- 
ty loaves of bread are delivered, a 
basket large enough to hold this amount 
would take up too much room in the 
wagon, saying nothing about the awk- 
wardness of ay | in and out of the 
wagon with such a basket. Gloves for 
the drivers would be very troublesome 
also, as it is not the handling of the 
bread alone that he must attend to, but 
he must handle money, tickets, write 
down the number of loaves of bread left 
at each place, collect and receipt bills, 
and people wouldn’t like their time 
taken up with the pulling on and off of 

loves. If the party that wrote the art- 
cle of the 27th will get out of his or her 
bed at 2in the morning, dress as though 
he was going to make a morning call, 
with gloves, etc, and help me load 300 
and some odd loaves of bread ina bein 
on, hitch a horse to deliver it from 3:30 
until 7 o’clock a. m., I will venture to 
say he will need a new wardrobe the 
first of every month; something bread- 
deliverers must guard against.’’ 

This ‘texplanation” of the bread- 
deliverer will hardly reconcile the peo- 
»le of Galveston who have delicate appe- 

ites or fastidious stomachs, to the way 
their bread is brought to their doors.

Coopers will usually hold 
that a good hickory hoop is stronger 
than a patent and therefore it ought to 
be as good.

We have received from Fred J. Eitel, 
formerly in the —a business at 
Chaska, Minn., a copy of a daily paper 
called 'tFreedom,” published at Manil- 
la, in which is described the first flour 
mill operated in the Philippines. It 
says: 

**The machinery of the mill consists of 
four double sets of roller mills, one mid- 
dlings purifier, three rotary scalpers, 
three centrifugal reels, one wheat clean- 
er and a full complement of elevators. 
Three breaks are used on wheat and five 
on niece? and ee 

‘tThe machinery is from England,with 
the exception of the wheat cleaner,which 
is marked Moline, Ill. 

‘tPower is furnished by a large and 
slow speed slide-valve engine, with con- 
denser. Coal is used for fuel. The plant 
is owned by an English firm; but all 
the work, both common and skilled, is 
done by natives, who receive from $8 to 
$12, Mexican, a month. 

‘*The capacity of the mill is about 50 
bbls og day. 

‘The idea of manufacturing flour in 
the Orient from imported wheat is a 
novel one; but more feasible than it ap- 
pears on first thought. In a country 
where duties are exorbitant, charges at 
the custom house often make or unmake 
a transaction, and the duties are in all 
countries usually less on a raw or un- 
manufactured material than on the fin- 
ished product. In this case there is a 
difference in duties of over a dollar a 
barrel in favor of importing the wheat 
and agrng the manufacturing done 
here. The low wages paid, when com- 
pared with the wages for skilled help 
in the United States, is another impor- 
tant factor. There is almost in all cases 
considerable difference in freights in 
favor of the raw material. 

'tThe manufacture of flour here will 
never amount to more than for local de- 
mand and perhaps a few adjacent 
ports.”’
